The
news "of the affair was conveyed
through a clipping from a New Or
leans paper, as ioiiows:

"Georae Hauswald. chief engineer
at the Touri infirmary, was seriously
injured at Z p. m. Monday when an
elevator which he was repairing
slipped and crushed his head and
right arm. His scalp was taken al-
most completely off. and the arm was
broken in two places. Ir. Rudolph
Matas, one of the house surgeons,
treated Hauswald and pronounced his
condition serious.

"Hauswald. who is W years old. and
lives at 1413 Baronne street, was
seated on the second fleer repairing
the bottom of the elevator The
switch had been turned off after the
elevator was hoisted about two feet

EL PASO HAS LOWEST RATE
FOR COLLECTION OF TAXES

Citizens of El Paso pay the lowest
pro rata for collection of city taxes
of any municipality In Texas, accord-in- g

to investigations made by city
tax collector W. P. B. McSaic

Approximately 3U200.M8 in city
taxes levied for 1919 has been col-
lected of a total assessment of about
Sl.246.000, leaving less than J50 OOft

yet to be collected. This ratio is also
said to be the smallest of any city
in the state.

AU details of tax collection. Mr
McSain said, cost about 31 10 for each
$100 collected, as compared with 32 2
for each 3100 collected in 1914, when
the present collector went into office
